Strange infections th at are killing 
h orses and mules in large numbers in 
four different parts of th e state con­ 
tinued unch ecked today and were as 
much of a puzzle as ever, according 
to Dr. A. F. Nelson, state veterin­ 
arian. Th e four points are neigh bor­ 
h oods 
about 
Vincennes, 
Bioknell 
Columbus, and Santa Fe near Peru. 
Th ey are to l)e placed in two groups. 
Th e disease at \ ineennes and Biok­ 
nell is very similar. Th e trouble at 
Columbus and Peru appears to be 
identical. 


Dr. Nelson h as visited th ese points 
He h as been analy zing th e diseased 
organs in th e state laboratories, but 
up to th e present h as been unable to 
discover enough about th e diseases 
to aid h im in ch eeking th em. At Vin­ 
cennes 
McClure 
Bros, 
h ave 
lost 
h eavily . Th ere th e disease resembles 
closely spinal meningitis. It is not 
as certain to result fatally as at Col­ 
umbus and Peru. Th e h orses affected 
at Bioknell and Vincennes h ave a 
ch ance to live if given good tre a t­ 
ment. Th ey fall, but if th ey are plac­ 
ed in a sling and carefully nursed 
th ey often recover. Th ere probably 
h ave been more eases at Vincennes 
th an at any oth er point. Th ese cases

month s wh ile at Columbus and Peru 
th ey h ave existed only about two 
weeks. 


Th e disease at Columbus and Peru 
affects th e respiratory organs, lint 
Dr. Nelson believes th at th is is an 
after result of a disease th at very 
closely resembles ptomaine poison­ 
ing.

The horses affected 
at liickncll and Vincennes have a 
chance to live if "riven good treat- 
ment. They fall, but if they are plac- 
ed in a sling and carefully nursed 
they often recover. There probably 
have been more cases at Vincennes 
than ill any other point. These (rases

months while at Columbus and Peru 
they have existed only about two 
weeks. 


The disease at Columbus and Peru 


affects the respiratory organs, but 
Dr. Xelson believes that this is an 
after result of a disease that very 
closely resembles ptomaine poison- 
ing. One of (lie first symptoms is a 
discharge at the nostrils, \vhicli be- 
comes offensive. There are ulccra- 
tions in the mouth and nose. There 
appears no way to save the animals. 
At the end of three or four days they 
die. Charles Keel at tFonesvillehas 


lost seven horses and mules. Xuno 
of them had been off his t'aim for 
several 'months. Samuel Ross. Clar- 
ence S|iurgin and AVilliam Mengler. 
all living near Jcmesville and Colum- 
bus have lost animals.

asking damages in the sum of $5,000,

years old, brought suit against the 
two companies for injuries alleged to 
have been sustained in a fall into a 
ditch at the point where the railway 
tracks cross Pearl street in the town 
of Waldron.

Mr. Wilson was injured on the night 
of February 10, 1913, while return-, 
ing home from church services.

known as "national work" and the 
government alleges , that under the 
rules, members of the association 
are not allowed to accept national 
work from any advertising concern 
that might furnish any bill posting 
business to a non-member. 


The rules also require, it is stated, 


that members of the 
association 


accept no national work from solici- 
tors other than those it has author- 
ized to solicit advertising and the 
rate of commission to be charged for 
soliciting national work has been 
established and maintained at 16% 
per cent.
